London, April 1.— A Central News dis. 
patch from Shanghai says it is reported that 
tho ooBdItions of peace are that China shall 
pay 400,000,000 yen indemnity and oode 
Formoaa and Southern Manchuria, Japan 
holding guiranteea pending tbe indemnity 
and the settlement of the boandariea. The 
plan originally proposed as tho conditions of 
an armiatlco Inoludod tho occupation by tho 
Japanese of Shanhaikwun, Taku and Tient- 
sin, and the Japanese control of tho Shau- 
h'vlkwan & Tientsin railroud, China, to de- 
fray tho coata of auch occupation. Li Hung 
Chang vainly Bought to modify theao con- 
ditions, and it waa proposed to oontinuo tho 
negotiationa without an urmiatieo boing oa- 
tabliahed, when the attempt on tho lilo of 
tho Cninoao plonipotoutiiry occurred. This 
led to the deoluration by tlio Mikado of an 
unconditional armistice. Aa tho terms of 
armiatico do not embruoo tho island of For- 
moaa, tho operations thoro will onntlnuo. 

SiMO.vo.sEiti, Moroh ,'il. — Koyama Ro- 
kunsoki, tho young Jap who attouipted to 
aaaaaainato IjI Hung Chang, has been sen- 
tonoed to ponul servitude for lifo. 

Tho armietice established by the order of 
the Mikado extends to April 21, bat it will 
terminate if the peace oonferenoes are broken 
in tbe meantime. Aooording to the terms 
of the armiBtioe, the iDOvement of troopa 
and the. transportation of contraband of war 
by sea 'ia forblddsD. New diatribnting of 
troops, not intended to augment tbe armies 
in the field, la allowed. 

WA.suiNaTON, April I.— The Chinese lega- 
tion has received a oablsgram from I'ekin 
stating that tbe condition of Li Hung Chang 
is still a matter of doubt. It does not ex- 
press fear of serious results, but tho tenor of 
the dispatch ia each as to indicate that it is 
still too early to feel assured that tho envoy 
is entirely out of danger. 

Now that Bueponsion < f hoatilitios has boon 
directed, there ia renewal of interest aa to 
the terma of peace to follow. While thoro 
ia no definite Information on tho subject at 
tho Chlnoao legation, tlio opinion provaila 
tha; tho money indemnity will bo paid 
largely in allvor, which ia tho metal in com- 
mon use In China. 

Secretary (Jreaham has received oflicial 
confirination of tho declaration of an uncou- 
dillonal armisticaby the Kmporor of Japan. 
It ia not understood hero that this ia in any 
senao eijuivalont to o declaration of peace, 
but it is bolioved that thoro is not likely to 
bo a re.:.:iuiption of hcstilitioB. It is quite 
certain that J 'pan will abato none of her 
demands on account of tho armiatico. In 
f*ot, tho granting of tho latter la looked up- 
on as a shrewd movo by tho Japanese Eoi- 
puror to diminish tho harmful ctTect of the 
attack upon Li Hung Chang. If the war 
were prosoouted now it would have tho effect 
to force the peace aegotiations to a speedy 
oonoluaion, and It ia realized by tbe Japanese 
that in the present atate of feeling canacd by 
tho attack they conld aoaroely insist upon as 
good terma of peace aa can be realized after 
the lapse of a few weeka, when tbe first im- 
presaion will have worn off. 

Nkw York, April 1. — The rise insilver of 
tho laat fow days is duo to tho granting of 
an armiatico and renewed hope of a declara- 
tion of poaoo by China and Japan, on torma 
which will compel China to pay a heavy in- 
demnity, thereby requiring her to come into 
the market as a silver buyer. It ia expected 
also that with tho close of tho war a revival 
of trade In the l''.;iet will take place, which 
will make an inorcased demand for til rcr.

BISMAECK'8 BIRTHDAY. 

Kours Score Years Old Yesterday— Itncr.!- 
flcent Demonstration Id UIb lienor. 

Berlin, April 1. — To.day Prince liia- 
marck is eighty years old, and this tho ac- 
tual anniversary of his birth wilneaacd such 
a popular demonstration aa has not been 
soon hero since the return to Berlin of tho 
ronquoring armioa from Franco. Fvcry pro. 
paralion had been niiuie at Friedricharuho 
to accommodalo tho vaal crowda. The road- 
way from tho alalion to thoachloas had boon 
truuaforrned by willlpg handa into a verit- 
able ti'lutnphal arcade. A beautiful work of 
art, tho gift of tho inhabitant!! of Anhalt, 
had been erected in u field overlooking tlio 
Prlnce'a homo. Tho work, whicb la in 
bronze, repriacnia a largo stag keeping two 
dogs at bay. For tho liral time ainco the 
beginning of tho celcbrat ion in hia honor, 
I'rinoe I'.iamarck on Satuidiy waa aomewhal 
fatigued and indiapoeod, Ida old trouble, 
nouralgia, airccting him alii^hlly. A good 
nighi'a aleep, howuvor, reatortd hia health 
and spirits, and on Sunday ho waa aa bright 
as ever. 

liiamarck received tho Hamburg lieputiea 
thia evening. Dr. Sonilor, their spokeamun, 
ulcer remarking upon tho magnitude of tho 
domonatralion, said to tho I'rinco : "To 
day's events will enable you to realize that 
national gratitude ia felt in Germany." 

Telegrams of congratolation have boon 
received from Emperor Francis Joseph, 
Count Kalnoky, Kine Humbert and Pro- 
mior Criapi. 

In replying to Dr. Semlet'a address of 
congratulation Bismarck said: "I some 
limes made mistskea in my efforts to unify 
(Jermany. I oooasionally placed my conti- 
donoo whoro it was betrayed, and I suffered 
tho inevitable diaappointmenta. liut I waa 
novor disappointed in tho confidence I 
placed in your anciont Hanaeantic city. 1 
never know Hamburg to leave me in tho 
lurch, \ onr follow citizena and tho people 
of your plater city, lifemen, havo more 
friendly relations with llioao acroaa tho 
Atlantic than havo many other alalea of ton 
timoa your size. Yet both oitiea are faith 
fully (lorman, hold to Iho Fmpire by a 
natural fooling that ia alront;or llum any Lie 
which atato-belp could creui(!. Since Ham- 
burg j lined the Kmpiro tho Imperial govern- 
mont has had no moro atoadfaab supporter. 
I hope that you will continue to work out 
your destiny on the linos of your present 
policy and lliua dovolop and prosper beyond 
all expoctationa. For ocnturica Hamburg 
was indcpotident, and was aided by only a 
small armod force. Now, with tbe Empire's 
army and navy at her back, I hope that her 
enterprise will be able to (urmonnt every 



lUEON AND ALASKA. 

Scarcity of Winter Snpplles-lClners Taklne 
6reat Blski— A Shooting SciBpe. 

PoBT TowKsiNU, April I A trip of 7S0 

miles in the middle of winter from the Arc- 
tic circle to tide water of the Pacific ocean, 
through the heart of Alaska, ia the experi- 
ence of L. D. Hoaloy, a resident of Fort 
Cudahy, Northwest Territory, Canada. Hia 
father, Capt. J. J. Healey, managea a trana- 
portatlon company, which oporatoa a line of 
ateamera on tho Yukon rivor and owns a 
trading poat at Fort Cuduhy, which la thir- 
ty-four milea from the Alaaka boundary. 
Tho stoamor Arctic, owned by tho Alaaka 
Commercial Company, failed to arrive with 
tho winter's eupplioa, and many hnndrode of 
miners aro Buffering for the want of food. 
All of tho flour and buoon have been ex- 
hauated, leaving nothing but cc flee and what 
wild game they can kill to subsiat upon. 
Mr. Healey came out overland to procure a 
shipload of soppllos at Seattle, which will 
bo taken to Fort Cudahy via St. Michael'a 
ialand and up tho Yukon river. The miners 
on the upper Yukon river are short of pro 
visions. Mr. Healey says there is no dan 
gor of them starving, but that they will un- 
dergo much hardship and aufierine, wbiob 
will incapaaita,to them from doing much 
labor In tbe minea this year. Supplies can- 
not reach the minea before next Jaly. The 
last sack of flour waa sold for $17. Tbe 
miners are greatly exoited over the peculiar 
action of the captain of the Arctic, loaded 
with supplies, who became angered at some 
of the oificlals of the Alaska Commeroial 
Company and abandoned the vessel, taking 
the Indian pilots with him, Tho purser 
then took charge and tried to take the veasol 
up lho rivor to the mines. He got as far as 
Fort Yukon and was forced to abandon tho 
trip, owing to tho dangers of navigation. 

Tho winter haa boon moderately mild, 
Mr. Hoaley aaid, tho thcrmomoter averag- 
ing about 70 degroea bolow zero. Juat this 
aide of thu " dividu " on tho laat range he 
mot a party of minora, numbering over ;!00, 
who wore going into tho minea. They will 
probably reach their dostination about June 
1"' Many of them wore inadequately pro- 
vided with auppllea and will undergo aome 
Bovcro hardahipa before they get out of tho 
country. Ho aaya that good, ablo bodied 
laborers rccaivo from $8 to 512 a doy in tho 
minea, tho season lasting about four months 
Out of that they must poy their board, 
which amounts to S2 a doy. 

First Moto Mathew Moose of the steam 
achooner Francis Cutting, was shot in the 
right shoulder on March 23, and waa brought 
to Juneau for surgical aid and placed in tho 
St. Arn's hospital. The shoulder blade was 
shot away and his face badly out by a charge 
of duck shot discharged from a abotgan. A 
Kyack Indian aboard was brought down 
from Wood ialand to reoeive hia oommiesion 
of Indian polioeman at Sitka, and while 
ancb,ored off Killlanoo biased away at the 
mate aa he deaeended into the forward hold, 
where fnra were depoalted. The Indian 
afterwards out hia windpipe with a pocket 
knife, but will recover and has been bound 
over to await the action of tho grand jury. 
Mate Mooae will recover, but will lose tho 
naa of hia right arm. 

A letter from Forty- Mile, Yukon river, 
dated February 8, ond signed by fifteen 
residents, says : " It may bo safely aaaortsd 
that not moro than 1,200 tons of niorchan 
diao can bo brought up the Yukon tho com- 
ing eummer by tho boats now on tho river, 
ond should either bo permanently disabled 
or lost, tho amount will bo greatly reduced. 
This year there has been a shortage of Bup- 
plioa of about 200 tons. Thia will reduce 
tho output of tho mines very much. To 
thoao who doairo to oomo to thia region we 
will aay, you cannot buy any of tho leading 
grocorioa hero before July (i, an! ahculd any 
largo number of peraona oonio horo there will 
not then be enough for all for ony leneth of 
time. Any largo immigration to tho Yukon 
valley, as matters now uro, would bo diaas- 
troua to thoao now horo, and would have a 
like result for those who como, unlesa those 
ciiii'Ug bring a year'a oultii:, especially 
food. A part would be compelled to leave 
in the fail, and this ia not an easy matter 
always."

Seven Million Dollara to Be Spent in Provld- 
Ine Her a Good Uarbor. 

Skatti.e, April 1. — Henry Somple Amea, 
of St. Louia, who ia directly intereatod in 
tho entorpriso of constructing tho canal to 
Lake Washington to give Soottle an nnriv- 
allod froah-wator harbjr, has left for his 
ICaatorn homo. On hia departure ho oxpreaa- 
ed oncouragoinont at Iho progresa being 
made in raiaiog lho subsidy. Ho was called 
homo ou business mattera which make noo- 
ossary his presence in St. Lonla. There 
seemed to be nothing which he ooold accom- 
plish by remaining in Seattle during the 
next few days. If tho $500,000 subsidy la 
raised ho and eomo of his associatea will im- 
mediately return to Scuttle and make pre- 
paratiooa for tho apocdy commencement of 
work on tho canal and tbe tide Hits. 

Gon. John H Bryant, the receiver repre- 
senting tho bondholders of the Seattle, Lake 
Shore and Kastorn railroad, is greatly im- 
proaaed with the brilliant mass mooting hold 
at the Armory Thursday evening and tho 
largo ainoun I. of aubaidy raised for the canal. 
He says ; " II was a remarkable mooting as 
allowing t ho energy and epirit of Seattle 
people and I was deeply gi-aiifiod at the re- 
sult. Our people havo §10,000,000 or $12.- 
(100,000 invealod here, and wbilo they aro 
not realizing muoli on tho inveatmont now, 
they have oontidonco in tho town and the 
country and fool certain that evorylhirg 
will eomo out all right. Such energy, push, 
onterpriao and will power aa Soattlo haa 
demonetratod horo will surely win. I am 
aalislied from Thureduy'a exhibition that 
Seattle haa tho backbone and grit and haa 
but boon wailing for an opportunity to show 
what she can do and will do when tho occa- 
sion r(i|uiroa." Tho canal cnna' ruclora aoy 
they will apond between $0, 000, 000 and S", 
000,000 in the work, which will bo not much 
ninro than two miles long, inaido of seven 
yoara. They are to own the tide lands 
which they will create by dumping tbe ma- 
terial from the proposed huge exoavations, 
and they nsk $500,000 ua a aubaidy from 
Seattle. Since tbe meeting above referred 
to $140,000 of the required amount haa been 
promised.

THE SCHOOL PROBLEM. 

Attacking the Northwest System— Toronto 
Clergymen Heard on Polnta 
of Law. 

ToROKTO, April 1.— (Special) —Samuel 
Hughes, M. P., editor of the Lindsay War- 
der, says editorially in hia paper: "It la 
oar intention during the coming aeaalon to 
again bring before the house and the coun- 
try tho abolition of separate schools In the 
Northwest territories. Laat aesslon only 
two supported our position, but there are 
many who havo since declared their conver- 
sion to our views. It is onr hope that even 
Dalton McCarthy, who declared luat sesaion 
thtit ho preferred separate schools to secular 
Bohools, may bo another convert to our 
view." 

The Evening News publishes interviews 
with fifty leading clergymen of Toronto on 
tho Manitoba school question. Summing up 
tho News says : " The clergymen and min- 
isters of tbe city speak as with one voice. 
They denounce interferenoo with Manitoba 
and give their reasons. Almost a unit are 
they on the t|uostion. Out of fifty or sixty 
interviewed, bub two or three were found to 
even acknowledge that interference waa 
legally justifiable. Further than that, 
many of them would have the aoboola of 
Manitoba seoDlarlzed altogether before they 
would see the province yield." 



WINNlPEtr BUDGET. 

Governor Miickliitosh Popularlslns; Ills Terri- 
tory— AtTlcuUnral Text Hook.

Oaugher, who shot and fatally wounded 
Dr. J. K. Plouf on Saturday laat, expressed 
himself as sotisbod that he wili never be 
convicted aa be acted in aelf-defenoe. He 
aaid : " I did not know Dr. Plouf per- 
sonally in Seattle, but from my poaition aa 
deputy county clerk I knew oonaiderablo 
of him. Ho was arrested for malpractice, 
an<l as a clork of the court, I had tho filing 
of tho papera in the auit, Plouf assaultod 
the wife of Thomaa Dompsey, of the Evening 
Times, and Dompsey and Thomaa Kehough, 
hia brothor-in-law, gave him a terrible beat- 
ing, and two ladies horsewhipped him. That 
led to a libol suit by tho doctor againat 
Dempaey. I alao lilod papers in that suit. 
Dompaey charged the doctor with enticing 
young girla into hia private oliico. I'louf, I 
Buppoao, know that 1 waa tho clork of the 
court, and that I waa conBC<|Uonlly poaaeaaod 
of theae facta. I left Seattle before Plouf 
and came hero but ahortly afterwarda I went 
up north to adndniater an estate and then 
returned to Seattle. By that time Plouf 
had gono to San Francisco." 

Tho shooting occurred within 100 feet of 
tbe Baldwin hotel, and marked tho termina- 
tion of a street brawl. Tho street was 
crowded with women and children at the 
time. The Baldwin theatre matinee audience 
had just boon dismissed, and In addition to 
tho throng of people from the theatre thoro 
was the aanal crowd of Saturday afternoon 
promenadera. A fiat fight, laating but a few 
seoonde, between the two men frighbonod 
tbe paaaeraby, women and children, off the 
sidewalk into the atreet.

CHURCH KVOLDTIOir, 

The following is a paper prepared by Hon. 
Dr. Heimcken, prompted by the rooolUc 
tiona wbiob the reunion of last eveolnR 
brought np, and which he atatea ia the firet 
of what ought to prove an interesting series 
he has in mind : 

" Previoua to 1858 only two oharohcs 
(baildinga) ezisfced in Viotoria, viz , the 
Roman Catholic and tho Churob of Eng- 
land. The worahippera oomiog out> of the 
latter on a Sunday in 1858 were surprised 
to see a ship in the oiSng laden with pusson 
gcra. They did not know the meaning and 
import of this, but aoon learned that these 
were the foreruunera of the onormouB influx 
of miners to follow ooneiiiucnt on tho oxug 
geraled UaUfornian reporiu of the uold in 
and on Fruser river, of wliich i;"l'l tho locil 
rosidontB knew liltlo or uothiiiKiit this lime. 

" Followinir, ufter a short lime, there 
appeart il t» number of clergymm of various 
denoniinuiitmB, anxious for tho spiritual 
wolfaro of the immigrant miners. Soon tho 
Mothodiat churoli, with its lovely, grace- 
ful apiro sprunK up, llie First i'roebyiurian 
church, 'ind likowiea a Congregntioniil (?) 
one on Fort street in the building new uo 
cupied by Dr. Meredith Jones. 

" In my youthful duya In England, the 
Church of England miniaters were awaken- 
ing from their woreo than lethargy. Diaes,- 
tabllshmtul acd what not wore being lierco- 
ly debated. The cry that ' the Church ia in 
danger ' epread over the land. Tho eccleai- 
astioal and political world became the arena 
of reatlesanesa and coofliot, and then aroee 
the Oxford tructariana such aa Pusey, New- 
man and othera, called An^licana, and a war 
between them and tho ICvaDgolioal, now 
eiUed Low Church, ensued. Tho Anglioana 
wished to lead tho people back to media' val 
daya and tJ place themselves under 
the control, as far as coocernod 
religion, of the miniaters of the Hii;hChurch, 
who now called tbemaelvoa priosca and ab- 
jured the terma Protestant, and the Refor- 
mation. Indeed there waa no diatlnot broad 
line between their dogmaa and thoae of this 
Roman Catiioiica. save porh&pa thai) the 
.Anglioana oonld marry and have a bead of 
the oharoh in England, thus avoiding trea- 
son — if Buoh a term any longer ezieted. So 
now there arose, within tho domain of the 
Church of England, High and Low obnrohea. 
In the former further ceremonial aervicea 
were inlroducol, such asctndlea, ooniession, 
prayers for tho dead, altars and festivals. 
In fact their flacks were to be under aacer- 
dotal luthority. 

" English men and women rebelled 
againet this tyrannical aeaumption und pro- 
sumption, which thcv hiid in former years 
deposed at tho cost ( f much blonil and auf^ 
fcring ; to this uluns tha Low or I'A'aui^tlicui 
school belonged, wuaing war agiiiusi the 
former, and accusing them of huinj,' pilots to 
Homo and loading their flocka theroto, and 
of being narrow, obHtiniito, paaaionatoly 
dogmatic, domineering — tho enemies of 
religious freedom. 

" The Hbv. Mr. Cridge, then b minister 
in England, eBptiused the Low or Kk-anglical 
church cauao and bronizht it and its prin- 
ciples with him to Vancouver island, and so 
he Boon uatno into colllalon oven hore, aa 
much perhaps by necessity aa choice. 

" I have often written about tho mese- 
room of the Hudaon'a liiy Company in Fori 
Viotoria, serving for a churoh, theatre, bull 
room, festivities, eating and feasting (when 
possible 1) and fur various purposes, govern- 
mental, civil, religious and intellectual — in 
fact) an omnium gatherum. The hell in the 
forb partook of tho same general cbarscter, 
for by the aid of men, civil or religious, aa 
the case mipht be. It aang of service, 
dangers, fire, marriages, cleaths or anything 
reiiuiring notion ; the fort doga assembling 
under the belfry on their haunohes, with 
head erect, Bolemnly howled without know- 
ing why, save that in moat cusea, tho bell 
noted meal limea -to them the inoel prociouH 
of all. 

" la this room every .Sunday diviuo ser- 
vice was he'll anil woruhippers, although of 
divers dcnoLiiiniitionH, atlended, feeling that 
(Jod dwelt not in teinples made with hands, 
but eternal in tlio univorce, or whorn two or 
three aro giihored to^;Hlier inlllHuumo. At 
first Mr. Stuinoa was tho chaplain and 
preaclii r ; of hia toaohing I recollect 
nothing I A norvous, const (|ucintiiil, reut- 
k'b'i, leiirni-d man, who becamo intoxicated 
even In ilioao iliya with politics, 
aec;eiited the position of dolej^ate ' to lay at 
tho foot of the throne ' the griovuncea of a 
baker's dozen or so of dissatiatiod towniimon. 
Poor man, he had not gone far on hia jour- 
ney when a storm arose, the ship was 
wrecked ut bea, and he after much Buffering 
w»8 drowned not very far from the entrance 
to Jnau de Fuoa struita. 

"The place then wua left without a chop- 
laln and sohoolmaster. 

"In 1856 thi-re landed at Victoria from 
the Marquis of Bate three young and beau- 
tiful brides and their bridegrooma — the 
Monata, Fletta and Cridgea. Rev. Edward 
Crldse bad come tu take the position vacated 
by Mr, Staines. He held servioe in the 
mesa-room until the oompletioo of » obnroh 
on Cbaroh Hill. This oharoh, designed and 
boilb onder tho auperintendence of J. D 
PembertoD, was opened In Aagnat, 1866, 



and so the servicea were transferred from 
the fort to this ediOce, called Victoria DiS' 
triob oharoh, and there they went on in the 
Sime manner nntil modified by the tniuia- 
terlal arrivala in 1858. 

" It must be remembered that according 
to the colonlzini! plon (WiikefioUl system — 
a theoretical, impractioablo one) of the Hud- 
son Bay Company, the colonising agents, 
landa were to bo aot aside for churches, 
otc. It will bo soon, then that 
church and state were to bo nominally or re- 
ally combined — tho district church on tho 
hill tho llret installment. 

" Mr. Cridgo had been engaged for u 
period of tivo years ' to havo charge of u 
district or pariah and in addition to hold tho 
appointment cf chaplain to tho Hudson's 
Hay Company, and take charge of a school. 
Tho remuneration, a puraonago and globe of 
a hundred acrea, thirty cleared ; alao a ati. 
pend of £;iUO per annum, charged with the 
sanction of tho Colonial Oliioo on the fund 
arising from land aaloe, and also £1110 per 
ttuDu.ii from tho fur trade branch tf the 
Hudaon'a Bay Company. Until the house 
be finished ((uarters will bo provided, and 
till the land ia put in cultivation rations will 
be allowed to him and his family. It is un- 
doratood that the engaeement shall be for 
five years, at the expiration of whlob a free 
posaago homo should he wish to retnrn ; or 
on tho other hand a new engogenicnt may be 
entered into. ' Cridyo accepted. The agree- 
ment expired in 1S50, and there being now 
a legislature the case was laid by Governor 
Douglass b«fore its membsra on September 
10, 1850. The assembly beat aboat the bush 
for a long time, some confonding, and I 
think rightly, that Mr. Cridge hud a right 
to continue of his own will tho engngonipnt 
accordiuR to agreement ; othora of con 
the contrary. But both objected to sup, 'y 
tho money ('hoy hadn't any anyhow), a. d 
80 at length it was ' resolved that Mr. 
Cridge waa evidently led to expect a re 
newal of hia engagement, but reoommended 
deferring the consideration of ohurob and 
state conneotion nntil after a general elec- 
tion.' 

"The Covernor answered that aa the house 
had resolved that Mr. Cridgo waa evidently 
led to expect a renowol of hia engagement, 
they ought to uuthori/.o it. To this the 
assembly virtually answered they bad 
nothing to do with tho matter. The en- 
gagement waa not renewed, and eo the ijuea- 
tion of the one hundred acroa, and eo forth, 
promised Mr. Cridgo, ciueod the house no 
further trouble ; but tho Hudson's Bay 
Company were honorable. 

"In this way, then, tho union of church 
and slate oamo to an end. Tho Hudson's 
Bay Company, however, aet aside mony 
acres of land surrounding the church for its 
use and benefit and for tho support of its in- 
cumbents. In fact, Mr. L'rldge and bis 
church had thus become independent — sub- 
ject to none in the colony save the congre- 
gation, and, perhaps, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, in England. There was great 
excitement about this land grant. It needs 
no saying that this church was of the Evan- 
gelical stripe of the atrictest order. 

"In I SCO His Lordship IMshop Wills ar- 
rived — u gentleman in appearance and bear- 
ing, a very striking man, and not by any 
meuua of a common type. As a private in- 
dividual, polite, urbane and social as be- 
cime tt Hiahop. From England Oiimo alao 
hia convoluted, corrugated iron palace, and 
tho iron church likewiae, now culled St;, 
.iohn'a, on Douglas alreol. Tho palaco ia 
next tho old cemetery, whoro tho pionoors of 
any or no roligioua denomination real in 
peace aide by eido and look on tho proceeil- 
ings and the changoa and piirlnl unohrie- 
lian animositiea cuuaed thereby with aston- 
ishment anil sorrow — tho livini; did »o like- 
wise. For Mr. Cridgo was greatly reapoctod 
— oe minded his Master'a buainesa, and In- 
urfured not in politics. 

"At thu BuHio time he brcught a large 
Bum of money, donated by the excollint and 
charitable lady Mias liurdott Coutta (now 
BaroneaH Hurdolt ('outts) to endow a bishop- 
ric und for miBsionary purposes, aa alao a 
peal of church bella for New Weatminaier, 
whfro thoy now hang. The money waa in- 
veatod in land and conaidered good security, 
but, liinea bocamo greatly depressed soon 
tkftor, lands Bank greatly in value and so 
caused some ecclesiastical trouble. 

"It seems strange that the title George 
' Colombia ' should have been given before 
(ho union of the colooies in 1881) Anyhow, 
His Lordship resided In Victoria and had a 
great love and strong friendship for the 
country, which deservedly gave him credit. 
Vancouver lalund m. y have heen inserted in 
his patent, but ut.l ,^ sly, as Vanoouver Is- 
land possessed a legislature. Viotoria at 
this time was the oommeroial acd politioal 
centre of both. 

" For some time His Lirdship was a 
favorito, anil soon Mr. Cridge was perauail 
ed to givo up hia indnpendonco and the pro- 
perly of ihu church, join tin! Hinhop on oon- 
dilion that ho received per anmim and 

bu tho rector of hia churoh Thin turned 
out to be a very bid arr;iiigenu!nt for him. 
By degrtcH slight frictions heg in to appear, 
and ih J blahop and rector did not ai<reo aa 
to tho righto appertaining to o icli, Toi' 
i|Ue8lionB were not Hottled or amicably ar 
ranged, so by (legreea tho friction heo iint! 
greater. Il was now seen, or belioverl, \\\ \\ 
Blahop Hills held Anglican principlea and 
thai ho meant to introdiioo more or leaa of 
llieso douiuao and cerenumiea iuto I hia 
l>;vangolical church, Tho idea of this 
brought tho two into conll ct. These 
ohanges wore oppoaed, but who had the 
power — the Blahop or the Reclor ? So 
things went on. Hia Lordship married, but 
thia by no means mended matters. In 1S7<I 
this iliHlriot church burned to the ground — 
n.o e of tho oonaKjuoncea in iny next initull- 
ment. Ic may bo Htatcci thai according to 
agreement the lands donated iho church 
were firat for the support of the incumbent, 
sooond, for the snpport of a aohool in cod- 
neotion with the Cbaroh of England. At 
first thia was done and an exoollenc school 
ostabllabed at the foot of the hill, bat after 
a while abandoned ; it) ia not, however, my 
intention to reaaacitate this matter."

yO OOMPULSION. 

It is a little Burpriaing to obaervo how 
rumiy mauy pereona are to jump to oon- 
clueiona on the Manitobu aebool (jueation 
before they have taken the least care to In- 
form themselves as to its merits. Many, by 
the way they talk, seem to imagine that the 
Government of the Dominion are trying, 
without rnymo or reason, to foroe separate 
schools down tho throata of tho people of 
.M anitoba, Clergymon, even in Winnipeg, 
who had preached sermons on the sub- 
ject, were no donbt surprised to find a day 
or two afterwards that they did not know 
enough about the question to be in a position 
ta form an iotelli<^ent opinion upon it. iMr. 
K vart conolud ;b a criticiani on one of theae 
sermons by asking to be allowed to recom- 
mend to thepreaoher two things. (I) " Be- 
fore he preaobes another political sermon 
let him aioertain a few of the more ini- 
portant facts, or (2) if he has no inolinaticn 
to do BO, at least lot him inform himself as 
to what tho controversy ie about. " 

It does not take a great deal of study to 
master the main points of the <|uoatioD, but 
they mast be mastered before any one uin 
form an intelligent opinion upon it for him- 
self, or can undertake to instruct other 
people with respect to it. It he reads 
what has boon written on tho Bubjoct 
by uompeteut persons he will find that 
there has been no invasion of the rights of 
the people of Manitoba. No Government 
or other authority has endeavored to force 
upon them anything that they were not fully 
authorized to propose. livery step has been 
taken, so far, under the constitutional law 
of Manitoba ; and, more than that, no one 
in Manitoba questions the soundness of the 
decisions of the Jadiolal Committee of the 
Privy Uonnoil. The Roman Catholics of the 
Province admit that the School Law of 189U, 
which took from them their denominatiora' 
Bohoola, is constitutional, and the Manitoba 
advocatefl of undenominational public com- 
mon schools are ready to allow that the 
Roman Catholic minority have tho right, 
nnder the constitution, to appeal to the 
Governor- General in CouDolI against any 
sohooi law that in their opinion affeuts them 
injurlbasly, Mr. Dalton McCarthy, who 
was the counsel for tho (iovornmont i,f 
Munitob.i bofore tlio Comiiiiiiei; of tho I'rivy 
Council, fully admitted that the decisioo of 
that tribunal was sound in law. It will 
have to be allowed that when the Roman 
Catholic minority appealed to the (lovornor- 
Genoral in Council ihoy did what they had 
a perfect ri^^ht to do under the Constitution 
both of ihc Dominion and of the Province of 
M.initoba. 

The only question on whloh there is any 
room for dispnto is, was the Government of 

the Dominion lound to give a dociaion in 
accordance with tho declaion of tho .Judicial 
Committf c of tho I'rivy Council '.' Could 
Ihey not hj.vo lohl tho appollantH that, thoy 
neither could nor would do anything for 
them ? There are some who take this stand. 
Mr, Ewart, who perhaps knows more about 
tlie Manitoba school <|U08tion than any other 
man in this Dominion- — or out of it for that 
matter — in the letter from which wo have 
already (|Uoteii, Bays : 

There are two questions : (1.) Was the 
Dominion l.iovernment bound to hear the 
appeal and dooido it upon ila merits ; or 
could tho Ciovornniont have rofusod to hear 
it and fiiirly decide it (•_'.) Was the Go\- 
jru^i.jnt Ijound to decide in our favor after 
they did hear it 7 (1.) No one will, I think, 
deuy that the constitution requires the Gov- 
ernment to hear the appeal and to decide it 
as the oiroamstances and merits of tho ease 
require, Mr. McCarthy admitted this in 
the recent argument and it ie unquestion- 
able. (2.) Then was the Govornmont bound 
to deoide in our (the appollanip) favor? 
Q^hls is disputed, but is, to my mind, 
abundantly clear. It is, in fact, simply a 
oorrollary of the statement that the appeal 
ought to be decided on its merits, that ie 
if tho I'rivy Council judgment is to bo taken 
aa conchisivo upon tho merits. Mr, Mc- 
Carthy admittoti thot the I'rivy Council had 
held that there was a grievance, but whe- 
ther he BO admitted or not, tho judHuiout 
was perfectly clear upon that point. Lot 
me resume. The constitution requires that 
the appeal must be beard and decided upon 



its merits. Xhs Privy OouDoil haa held that 
the merlta are apon onr aide (that of the 
Roman Catholic minority) ; therefore, ao- 
cotding to the constitution and the judg- 
ment, the Government was boand to deoide 
the matter in our favor. 

The reader sees that aa far bb the pro- 
oeedings have gone there la but one dis- 
puted point, namely : Was the Government 
bound to decide in favor of the Roman 
Catholic minority 'i The Privy Council hud 
BO decided, and were the Government bonnd 
to give a deotsion In aooordanoe with that of 
tho Privy CoanoU ? 

The Government haa given a deoision, 
and what haa been its cfVool 't Simply to re- 
fer tho whole matter back to tho Legislature 
of Manitoba, This is what tho law both of 
the Dominion and the Frovinoe of Manitoba 
directs. The Government of Manitoba aro 
told that "it seems requisite "—to His Ex- 
oellenoy the Governor-General-ln-Counotl — 
"that the system of oducitlon embodied 
in the two Acts of 1S90 aforesaid shall bo 
Bupplomonted by a Provincial Act or Acts 
which will restore to tho Roman Catholic 
minority the said rights and prlvilegoa of 
whiob such minority have been so deprived 
as aforesaid, and which will modify the said 
acts of 1S90 so far, and ao far only, as may 
bo necessary to give eirnct to tho provisions 
restoring the rights and prlvilegoa ' ' ' 
herelobefure mentioned." 

This decision of th« Governor-General in 
Council has been submitted to the Legisla- 
ture of Manitoba aooordiog to the constitu- 
tion of Manitoba. There has been in the 
proceedings uo iuvuaion of tho rights of the 
Province. The Government has followed 
the law as closely as they possibly oould. 
The LoKislhlure of Manitoba is free to oarry 
out the directions of the Governor-General 
in Council or to disregard them. There Is 
no compulsion or threat of compulsion, if 
the Legislature of Manitoba docii not ouact 
thtr remedial legislation recommended, then 
tbo law of Manitoba directs that " the Par- 
liament of Canada may make remedial laws 
for the due execution of this section and of 
any deoisloa of the Qcvemcr-General in 
Council." The sentence we have quoted is 
from Subsection 3 of Section 2:) of the Miini- 
toba Aob. 

The reader seoa that from beginning to 
end of the proceedings in the matter of the 
Manitoba schools there has been nothing done 
but what the law of Manitoba itself directs 

— and that conBcquontly the rigbta of tho 
people of the Province as regarda education 
have been oarefully oonsidored and rigidly 
respected from first to last. 



THE PROVINCIAL POWERS. 

Tbo idea is pretty general that in the mat- 
ter of education every Province of the 
Dominion can do exactly as it likes — that Its 
jurisdiction is unrestricted. Thia la not so. 
The British North America Aot, which Is the 
Conatitution of the Dominion, expreaaly 
limita tho jurisdiction of the I'rovincea in 
tbo matter of eduoation, Thia is done by 
Us gSrd seotioQ. That section says : " In 
and for the Province the Legislature may 
exo'nsively make laws in relation to educa- 
tion subject and according to the following 
provisions." Then come the limitations in 
four sub-sections. Sub-section (I) presorvoa 
to each Province the denominational schools 
which it bad by law when it entered the 
Uniun. Sub-seotion (-) preaervos to the in- 
habitants of Ontario and Quebec all "powers, 
privileges and duties " which had been con- 
ferred on them at the timoof tho Union. .Sub- 
section (.'!) ia tho ono which u,\\ea to the 
minority the right of appeal to the Governor- 
General-in-Conncii. Sub-section (4) pro- 
vides that if tho decisions of the Governor- 
General-iD-Council, in oases of appeal, aro 
not carried oat by the proper Provinoial 
authority the Parliament of Canada may 
muko remedial lawa. From thia it is seen 
that the Legislature of a Province cannot 
do ex:>ctly as it pleases in the matter of edu- 
cation. 

THtt 00 AST OLIMATB. 

Tho climate of California and of all the 
s'ates and ountrlea on the Pacific Coast is 
aald to be uncommonly healthy. If people, 
oven those who are delicate, do justice to 
t homsf-lvos, if thoy do not habitually violate 
tho laws of health, they can get moro enjoy- 
ment out of life on thia PaciQo Coast than in 
any other region of [equal extent that we 
know of. It seems to us that children are 
moro easily reared on this western side of 
the continent than on its eastern side. The 
Argonaut, in an article on the Inlluenco of 
cliniato on htalth and diseaeo, aayH : 

" Men die in California of three diaeasua 
chiolly — conoumption, cancer, zymotic illa- 
case ; and living, they languish from ono, 
namely rheumatism. Of these four plagues, 
ono — cancer — ia incurable in the preaent 
Btiigo of niodical science ; /.ymotic, or tilth 
diHcaaoa, may bo provontiid to a largo ox- 
tent by sanitary precautions ; rheumatism, 
which is merely a non-teohnical term for a 
number of diseases not now understood by 
tho faculty, is the domain of the qoaok and 
can not be treated Boientifioally until a nnm- 
bor of thinga now unknown are made plain ; 
consumption, or pulmonary tuberculoaia, 
appears to be auaceptiblo of nutigution or 
cure in Southern California." 

A very groat deal, of course, depends upon 
the kind of life people lead when they are 
well, but it seems to ns that those who 
avoid the varioua forms of suicide that pro- 
vail in civilized countrloa, stand a hotter 
chance of being healthy on this I'acitic Coast 
than they do almost anywhere else. The 
climate helps them to got well when they 
aro ill, and it does a great deal to keep them 
in good health when thoy are not suffering 
from disease. Tho invalid or the delicate 
peraon haa not to light ngainel the climate, 
and to protect bimsolf from ite woakoniiig 
and depressing influences as ho huu in many 
other conntrios ; and the person whom 
nature has favored with a sound constitution 
has only to take ordinary care of himself or 
herself and to exercise a reasonable degree 
of self-restraint to keep in good condition. 



The climate of tho Coast is, wo boHovo, both 
health-preaorving and ouratlvo. 

Wo are not! ao unreasonable as to expect 
everyone to agree with us in this, for in 
nothing do people diaagreo so widely as in 
the salubrity of tho climate of a country, 
but we have a notion that the great 
mujority of those who havo lived for 
any length of time on the Coaat 
will concludo that wo are not far wrong. 



aOOD, IF TRUB. 



We are told in laat S.iturduy'u O.-egonian 
that " tbo K igUah Govornmeoli has decided 
to advance to Camtdian sealers the $(25,000 
allowed by Secretary Gresbaoi under the 
decision of tho Uchring Sea arbitration oom- 
miaaion " This ia good news — it it Is true. 
We do nob know whore the Orcgoniun ob- 
tained its infornmliou. We havo Been no 
hint of any such dociaion in tho late English 
telegrams, and we do not thiak that any of 
the parties interested in British Columbia 
have received intimation that any auch good 
fortune is In atoro for them. Tho Orogoniivn 
is of opinion thit Congress ahould have 
voted tho money to pay the claim. It is to 
1)0 hoped that tho Briliah Government havo 
determined to save the British Columbia 
aealors from the sufTerlDg and inconveoienoo 
which the dilatorineaa and bad faith of Con- 
greae would certainly have iijllicted on tho 
men whom tho United Statoa by its lawleaa 
policy in Hehring Sea havo aorioualy in- 
jured. The conduct of the United States 
Covernment since the Paris Arbitration has 
given Its dociaion has not been very encour- 
aging to the phllanthropiata who are agitat- 
ing that natione should settle all their dis- 
putes with ono another by arbitration. In 
order that audi a uyatjiii thould euccoud tho 
nations must agree to c^rry out the deci- 
sions of the arbitrators promptly both in 
their letter and their spirit, and in good 
faith.

(From tho San Franciaoo Kxaminer.l 
Dividends amounting lo tfSOO on every 
SIOOparHtoek of tho Alaaka ('onimereial 
Cumpujiy paid in live years luid six montlia 
made part of tho showing of tho business of 
the company presented yesterday in the 
trial of tho Wasserman-Sloas suit before 
Judge Troutt. 

The entries in the minute-book of the 
corporation asLoniohed every ono present, 
and oven his honor had to ask for a repeti- 
tion occasionally as Leon Sloss read of two 
incotinga in one year, at each of which a 
dividend of 50 per cent, waa declared. 

Tho prosecution asked Leon Sloaa to pro- 
duce evidence of tho dividends paid by the 
company since its incorporation. Strenuous 
objections were raised by Attorney Thomas, 
but it was ruled that tbe evidence was ma- 
terial aa showing a basis by which to judge 
tho value of tho stock ut the time Max 
Waasorman Bold the 100 shares to Louis 
Sloss I jr $80 each, whioh he now seeks to 
recover. From IHI'l to 1880 the dividends 
ranged from '20 to GO per cent, per aununi, 
and in the latter year two dividends were 
declared each of oO per cent. Tho following 
year aeala wore again plentiful ami 90 [ler 
cent, was paid, but in lS82 only 20 per cent, 
waa iieclared. 'The next year llio company 
paid a dividend of 48i por cent. Nothing 
higher than liO per cent, was then paid un- 
til 1S90. 

This waa tho banner year in tbe history 
of tho corporation. 

"In March, 1890," said Leon Sloas, read- 
ing from tho books, " the direotora declared 
a dlvidond of 50 per cent." 

" That means that each $100 worth of 
stock received a dividend of $50 ? " said At- 
torney Dorn. 

"That's what it moans," replied tho wit- 
ness. 

" In April, 1890, tho allairs of the com- 
pany were so prosperous and the surplus in 
the treasury so groat that another dividend 
of 2!) per cent, was paid," continued Mr.

Teitlict of the Jnry at the Iixjinest 
«u the Death of Wm. 
Law. 

A StroDg Kfcoinineudatiou x^liat a 
bearcbiDg' Official Inquiry Be 
Mow iHStitQted. 



The icqnesb Into the death ai William 
Law, one of the victim* of the Veloa diaae- 
ter, was reaumod yoaterday aftornoon, 
Captain Anderocu having rooovored from 
hia injuriea auffiolently to attend and pive 
bla evidence. In apite of hia terrible ex- 
perience on the night of the ibip wreck bo 
looks fairly well and will apparently soon be 
aa robuec aa over. 

Cuptain Anderson in his evidenco atatod 
that ha had boon captain of the Veloa einoo 
last October. When they left the harbor at 
9:30 p.m. on March 1J2 he, five others of the 
crew and Frederick Adams were aboard. 
The Velos had the barge Pilot In tow, with 
paasenf^era aboard, but ho did not know 
how many. When the Veloa atartod there 
waa not much wind in the harbor but the 
glaao waa down to ,'!0 ; oulaido the wind in- 
creaaed and It continued to pot atronger till 
at Trial ialand it was blowing a galo from 
the east. He had towed the l^ilot in aa 
BtronK wind before, but not in ao rouizh a 
sea. It v/aa a liood lido ti;at night. He 
did not think there waa dikoger when he 
reached the San I'odro aa there wua no heavy 
sea ; the Veloa only gob the heavy sea after 
passing Trial Island. A mile and a half past 
(Trial ialand it was blowing a gale and there 
wasavery heavy sea; seeing whlob he started 
to torn ibbOQt, to return to poet. The Veloa 
and her tow ooald not go round the ontaide 
of Trial ialand, as the tide rips were ao bad 
there. It waa therefore decided, after oon- 
snltlng with the mate, to retarn by the in- 
aide passage. Witness waa in oharge of the 
wheel ; and gave the order to slow down 
whilo the voaael wont ronod. After she 
went round the mate aild "hardaport"} wlt- 
neea aaid "she ia hard aport." Wltneaa 
pulled up the wheel chain and then found it 
slack. Tho next) moment the veeael atruok 
a rook, a heavy aoa throwing her toivurda 
tho ahore ; directly aho atruok witneaa gave 
ordei-8 to got the life proeervera. All tho 
crow came on deck after the veaaol atruok ; 
but Mr. Adama did not appear ; the lost 
Been of Mr. Adims waa on leaving tho dock. 
Witneea and ho had had o few worde about 
going out ; witneaa hud wanted to leave by 6 
o'clock 80 aa to got paat the ielaud and Ten 
Milo point before dark. Ha had told Aiiama: 

" 1 havo a good mind not to go oub at all, 
aa the weather doea not look well and it is a 
dark night." 

Adama had replied : 

" I have waited for you four daye and I'm 
not going to wait for you longer." 

Adama then went into tho galley and wit- 
neaa did not aeo him again. After giving 
orders to get tho lifo-preaervera, witneaa 
went into tho wheolhouao ond got one — 
there were four there, and fourteou or (if- 
teen aft. Nobod yelas got oqo but Li<v. Ho 
then gave orders to got a boat ready ; there 
were two boate. The port boat waa got 
ready, and at that time the Pilot came up 
close and the mate (Christenaec) got hold of 
the hawser and climbed aboard. The barge 
then Bwnng off before anyone else had a 
chance to tallow ; Law helped to try and 
get the boat oat, but as the Veloa was listed 
over away from the shore the boat would not 
lannoh. It was then witness lost sight of 
Frank Baccin. The aeas wereaweeplng 
over the Velos and most of the hoase had 
gone. He advised tboae left aboBfdl to come 
up to tho tow-bita and hang on by them ; 
Smith, Bioor and Law were still aboard 
then. Smith aaid he waa going to try and 
awim aaboro, and he and Uloor disappeared, 
leaving only Liw and witness aboard. Wit- 
neaa pointed out the rooka and advised Law 
to go with tho next aea ond with witneaa 
try to make the rock. Tho aea waahod 
witneaa away and he awim ashore and 
climbed on the rooke, whoro ho lay till rea 
oned in the morning. The laat aeon of Law 
he was hanging on tho tow-bits. Tho Pilot 
was nob under witness' control but under 
»wo men working for Mr. Adama. Ha 
(Capt. Aodersoo) had nothing to do with 
the low ; did not know If aho was or was 
nob licensed to carry paaacngera. 

To tho Foreman — lb waa not poaaiblo to 
drift back with tho wind instead of trying 
to turn about in tho paaaago ; the tide ran 
too strong. 

To a Juror — Wo did not go out at B 
o'clock because Adama did not come down ; 
if the Veloa bad got away by 6 o'clock it 
would have been all right. Tbere waa not 
much danger at 9:30 ; certainly the glaaa 
waa low, but I thought I could make Cad- 
boro bay. 

To Mr. V. 8 Limpman, who represented 
Mra. Law — At 9:30 I did not wish to go out 
and told Mr. Adama ao ; ho had no authority 
to make mo go ov ; but aa tho vobeoI hud 
been delayed for four daya I did not want to 
waste more time. 'I'hc Veloa belonged to 
Alexander i'iwen, but I waa working for 
Adama who had tho eteanier chartered from 
the ugonta, HoOort Ward it Co., Ltd. I did 
not toil anyone that night, us f^r aa 1 oun 
recollect, that I did not want to go out. I 
thought Adama waa owner of tlio h&rgo ; 
it waa only when a niilo and a 
half paat Trial ialand that I thought 
there waa any dungir ; the Pilot did not 
hinder tho Veloa much in turning ; I did 
not -.i-ant to cut the Pilot adrift fur tear aho 
would go on the rocka una tho people 
aboard would be drowned ; I had my orders 
to tow tho barge from Mr. Ward ; I got no 
special ordoiH that day ; I waa told in tho 
oflicp in the afternoon to bo ready to Jeavo 
at G o'clock and to tow the barge ; Chris- 
tenaon's evidence that towing the Pilot 
made no dilTerenoe in handling the Veloa 
waa not correct ; It would have been eaaier 
to turn without the tow. 

To Mr. W. Ward— I bad gone out before 
on as dark nights ; none of the orew objeot- 
ed go out that night ; I had instruoiioDa 
from Mr. Ward not to carry paaaeogei-a on 
the Velos ; I oonsldercd that Mr, Adams as 
charterer of the boat had u right to be al 
lowed aboard the Veloa, which was licensed 
to carry fifteen pasHougerH. 

John MoHardy, the diver, atatcd that ho 
had mudo an I'Xanunatinn of thn Veloa and 
found u break in the aiarboard wheel chain; 
how the break oeourrcd hu could not any 

Captain C E Clarke, harbtjr niaeter, who 
had for lifteen yeara been in charge of vea- 
otla on tho couat and « lio had live years' ix- 
pcrierioe w ith tui^je, did not consider a tug 
with u low an easily li vndled aa without a 
tow. lie took no special notice of the night 
that tho VeloH euiled, lull- ho would certain- 
ly have avoideel going out under tho aamo 
CoudltionB. 

George Bit gham, a helmsman on tho Pilot, 
aaiti he and a oliuui were tho crow of thn 
Pilot that night. Ho was iu Mr. Adams' 
employ. It. was blowing pruily Bi|ually 
when tho Veloa left Victoria, and It waa a 
bad, dirty night OfT Clover point the Pilot 
hogaa to roll heavily and though it was not 
his watch ho helped his ohum to ateer when 
they got pait Trial ialand aa the weather 



was ao bad. He believed there wore twenty- 
two psasongera on the Pilot. After the 
Veloa etrnok a boat waa lowered from the 
Pilot bub it WBB atovo in. The Velos was 

ijuite close to (ho rook^i when ahe started to 
turn and ho wondered t^en how aho could 
turn without, striking. Ho did not know of 
any lioeuso to carry pasaongera aboard tho 
Pilot, hut knew that pasaenger boats wore 
obliged to carry a liconao. Tho witneaa also 
described the finding of Law's body next 
day and the rescue of the captain. 

Ooo of the jury thought thsre should bo 
Bonne ovidenoo to show whether there waa a 
license on the Pilot, or not. 

Tho Coroner oxplainod that an inquest 
had nothing to do with that. Thia waa not 
a 'fall Investigation into all tho circum- 
stancea, .but simply into Law's death. Ho 
proceeded to review tho ovidenco and ex- 
plained that the question waa how did Law 
come to hia death, and waa anyone to 
blame '( Waa It a proper thing for the Volos 
to sail tliat night and to risk tho lives of ao 
many people '! That more did nob loeo their 
lives that night waa a miracle, and lb waa 
quite within the ))rovince of tho jury to aay 
whether blame attached to anyono under 
tho circumatancca. 

After an absence of twenty minutes tho 
jury brought in tho following verdict : 

" We, the jury culled to iuejuiro aa to the 
death of William Law, fied that he oamo to 
hia death through exhauation on board tho 
steamer Velos, which waa wrecked at u point 
on Trial ialand on tho night of March 22, 
1S;)3, whilab towing tho barge Pilot with 
twenty four men aboard bound for Nelson 
and Haddington ialanda. And wo atrongly 
recommend that a aoarching odicial Incjulry 
bo mode aa to the oanse of thia acciduut ; 
and that it ia our opinion that such in- 
quiries should bo made in all auch oaaea. '

A Japanese scretin fenced in the artist 
from the cold occidental environment. 
The inner side of tho screen was a toss

and grasses, a sudi h ii sunlit, "Of Japan, 
of Japan' ' li i iIm-,\h nu this ice bitten 
island iif Manhattan. And I boliovo tho 
artist was working at ".My own Ilugi- 
sau from Ja^ian, from Japan!" Was 
that incense lifting and lifting to hi^r? 
I oaught the warm fragrant breath. No, 
only the snjoko from the artist's pipe as 
he workcil away, bumming a quaint air 
of the f.ir away. And this is how he had 
made himself hapjiy: 

Above tho desk was deftly arranged :i 
pale blno silk curtain. It ran up about 
two yards, linished by a narrow gilt 
umlding, ( lut lined agau -.t this sky bank- 
ground, of blue were two Ijranehes of 
apple blossoms. These gave you the May 
vista and tho pos.sibilities of summer 
across tbn iii»]iiii-m of tho oflire.

On tho loft sidu of tho lit- 
tle door aliiive the artist's liiMil was a 
pieiui 'iif a line Iteniiiigton horse; on 
t h.' ri j;!ir .-k^-teh of big svliile roses, 
lusciou.- and deep. A tiny pi'ii and ink 
drawing of ugnitar was tacku<i in above 
tho rosi s. and I wondered in whoso fair 
hand i!ie ani-t had skitehed it anil 
what ^-oiig had sparkled and eoi|uetted 
or gazed and glowed like my lady 's eyes 
as she gave the lovu song of farewell. 
Do you see that littlo door above tho 
artist's head? It w.as loekeil. I am won- 
dering w!:ai- he ke.ps in the little 
"safe"— the love letters of the lady 
whose was the guitar, who wore the 
roses, and wiio now Ionics away from 
him in the finished drawing below? 

I'seless to ask. But tho littlo door 
absorbeil me, as it may absorb her 
thought and tiio Imt Hues from her 
liand. 

A very delicious littlo "corner bis- 
cuit" this that I have found. And the 
actual accessories can bo purciiasod for 
i;2!

Ilnwnllan llnreHt. 

Sa.--' FiiANCisco, Murch ,')0.— Tho Huwiii- 
ian coiiBul Img reeoivod information of u plot 
to overthrow tho prcBont Huwuiiuu govern- 
ment.

Nr» ruanilliind'H l>lHtrc«ii. 

Boston, March 30.— The atflamer Halifax 
of tho Canada Atlantio and Plant line which 
B-kiled to-day, oarrlod free for tho Nefonnd- 
land Buffarera, 200 barrels of flour, 100 bar- 
rola of bonoloBB ham, 100 barrels of booelees 
beef, 000 gallons of molaaaea, about 350 bar- 
rels and packages of clothing, and about a 
ton and a half of tea. It is.tbougbti that 
this shipmont will rollevo about all the suf- 
fering there is on the island, and that no 
further supplies nill be needed. 

Trolloy Car Accident. 

Ha/.ki.ton, I'a , March .SO. — A frightful 
accident occurred on the mountain tracks of 
tho Lehigh traction company at Joanesville 
to-day. A trolley car coming down tho in- 
cline ran away and three poreona were killed 
outright and two probably fatally injured 
and a number of others wero aoriouoly hurt. 
Tho motorman lost control of tho car Ini- 
modiitoly after alriking tho grade at tho top 
of the mountain. Tho passengers beoamo 
excited and ruahod to tho rear platform ucd 
prevented tho conductor from applying the 
brakes. Thoao who wore killed jumped 
from the car while it was running at light- 
ning speed. 

Cuban InHurxcnts. 
Tampa, Fla., April 1.— Passengers from 
Havana by the steamship Olivette report 
that tho revolution In Cuba Is spreading 
rapidly. There are 1,900 InBurgenta report- 
ed to bo marching towards Yara, where all 
tho forcea are aBsembllng In reeponao to a 
proclamation iaaued by (ionorala Maoto and 
Maaso. The majority of the insurgent 
forcea are said to bo mounted, and they arc 
not laokiog arms. 

NlcaraKDa Canal. 

Washlvoton, April 1. — Preaident Clove- 
land has determined that an otliclal exhibit 
of American intoreata in tho Nicaraguan 
canal shall be promptly made, and a govern- 
ment conimiBBion to examine the canal route 
will be sent to Greytown as soon as possible 
on board a United States war vobboI, to 
emphasize the concern this government haa 
in the canal. Secrotariea Laniont and Her- 
bert have been directed to select one army 
ongineer and naval civil engineer, who with 
a civilian will coDstitute the board of 
ongineers. Col. Craighill was selected as 
chairman of the board. Secretary Herbert 
has recommended Civil Engineer Mordocai 
Tendioott, of the navy, for memberahip.
